The  establisliment  of  inland  custom- 
houses at  Sao  Paido  and  Juiz  de  Fdra  may 
now  be  consldeved  as  definitely  settled,  but 
up  to  the  present  moment  the  projected 
innovation  has  excited  so  little  comment 
outside  of  Congress  that  but  few  have  ever 
given  it  more  than  a  passing  thought.  And 
yet,  it  is  a  measure  that  ought  to  have  been 
discussed  from  every  point  of  view,  both  in 
Ihe  press  and  in  the  commercial  associations 
of  the  country.  For  the  importing  houses 
in  the  two  cities  named,  the  scheme  may 
posse3simpoitantadvantages,asic  will  enable 
them  toauend  personally  to  the  dispatch  of 
their  goods.  It  may  also  be  expected  to 
contribute  something  to  the  growth  and 
importance  of  the  two  cities  in  question. 
In  every  other  respect,  however,  the  measure 
is  destined  to  disappoint  the  expectations 
of  its  friends.  It  will  lessen  the  work  of  the 
Santos  and  Rio  custom-houses  only  to  a 
limited  degree,  and  it  will  give  rise  to  new  and 
vexatious  regulations  both  in  the  discliarge 
of  cargoes,  in  the  shipment  of  bonded  goods 
by  rail,  in  the  inland  transporUation  of  mer- 
chandise, and  in  the  shipment  of  duty-paid 
goods  up  country  by  the  merchants  estab- 
lished in  the  two  seaports.  In  respect  to  the 
Juiz  de  Fdra  custom-house,  which  will 
naturally  seek  to  control  the  trade  with  the 
great  state  of  Minas  Geraes,  it  will  very  soon 
lead  to  restrictions  on  domestic  trade  which 
can  not  fail  to  be  vexatious  and  prejudicial 
in  every  respect.  It  will  be  for  the  interests 
of  Juiz  de  Fdra  to  compel  all  goods  destined 
for  that  state  to  pass 'through  the  custom- 
house in  that  city,  and  what  the  effects  of 
such  a  requirement  will  be,  wc  need  not 
specify.  Then,  too,  the  handling  ot  bonded 
merchandise  by  the  Central  railway  will  be 
a  serious  inconvenience  to  general  traOic, 


\Vk  are  glad  to  see  that  the  budget  com- 
mittee uf  the  Chamber  o[  Deputies  has 
resolved  not  to  surrender  to  the  exectilive 
on  the  banks  and  currency  question,  Our 
readers  will  remember  that  at  the  last  session 
of  Congress  lliis  opposition  to  the  schemes  of 
certain  so-called  bankers,  who  are  in  reality 
nothing  but  very  dangerous  speculators, 
which  had  been  accepted  and  advocated  by 
the  minister  of  finance,  was  strong  enough 
to  defeat  all  projects  for  the  fusion  of  the 
emission  banks  and  tlie  creation  of  a  mono- 
poly of  emission  in  the  Rmco  da  Repnblica. 
The  government  then  waited  until  Congress 
adjourned,  when  the  question  was  again 
taken  up,  the  Banco  do  Brazil  was  forced 
into  the  combination,  and  on  December  17th 
an  executive  decree  was  issued,  without  any 
authorityof  law,  uniting  the  Banco  do  Brazil 
and  Banco  da  Republica,  giving  to  the  new 
institution  the  sole  right  of  emission, 
and  authorizing  the  issue  of  100,000, oooj 
in  a  new  ypecies  of  currency,  Were  the 
Brazilian  people  at  all  sensitive  to  such 
iniVactions  of  the  law,  and  were  Congress  at 
all  jealous  of  its  rights  over  such  questions, 
this  act  of  the  executive  would  liave  led 
prompilyto  a  measure  ot  impeachment.  Ex- 
treme measures  of  this  character,  however,  are 
not  to  the  taste  of  die  present  Congress,  and 
the  recent  refusal  to  consider  a  project  for  the 
impeachineiU  of  the  President  gave  warrant 
for  an  impression  that  all  these  inlractions 
ot  law  would  be  condoned.  The  budget 
committee,  however,  does  not  propose  to 
tamely  submit  to  the  contemptuous  rebu IT 
administered  by  the  executive,  and  its  re- 
port to-day  will  provide  for  the  positive 
redemption  of  the  currency,  that  the  laws 
shall  be  observed  by  those  in  autliority  as 
well  as  bj'the  peo|)le,  and  for  llie  elimination 
from  the  new  bank  of  all  rights  of  emission. 
Its  proposal  is  an  extreme  one  and  will 
unquestionably  cause  many  complications, 
but  in  our  opinion  it  is  belter  to  meet  them 
now  than  to  meet  the  disastrous  results 
wliich  are  sure  to  occur  later  on.  The 
issue  between  the  executive  and  the  better 
elements  in  Congress  will  be  interesting  in 
many  ways,  and  in  our  opinion  it  will  be  a 
critical  point  in  the  history  of  the  republic. 
If  Congress  stands  by  its  right  to  regulate  all 
such  questions,  then  the  executive  stands 
convicted  of  gross  infractions  of  the  con- 
stitution and  of  unwarranted  invasions  upon 
the  domain  of  legislation.  Naturally  the 
executive  will  not  care  to  be  placed  in  that 
position  and  will  therefore  make  a  vigorous 
struggle  against  the  project  of  law  recom- 
mended by  the  committee.  If  the  con- 
troversy could  be  restrained  to  constitu- 
tional grounds,  the  result  couitl  easily  be 
predicted,  but  as  it  wilt  surely  drift  into 
personal  and  parlizan  channels  the  outcome 


use  long  ago,  and  wouhi  have  had  facilitie: 
in  operation  for  handling  a  hundred  time 
the  present   trade  of  the  port.     It   must  bt 
confessed,  however,  that  Bra^.ilians  are  neiiher 
practical,  nor   sensitive   as  in  the  bad  repu- 
tation of  this  port.     With  a   harbor  that   is 
simply  unrivalled  for  its  natural  commercial 
advantages,  and   with  a   ]UMciical  monopoly 
of  a   very  lucrative  trade,    the  government 
and   people  of  this  country  are  content    to 
see  the  tratle  o{  this  port   haiuUed    by  the 
most  cumbrous  and  expen.sive  of  nioihods, 
iKttu|)crcd  by  unwise  ic.nulaiions,  ami  bur- 
deuL'il  with  delays   and  charges  which  not 
only  restrict  commercial  reLilions  with  the 
oulsiJe  world,  butalso  obstruct  the  dewlop- 
meiu    o{   the    country    ilself.      In   ;i    wijrd, 
the  commercial  history  of  Brazil   is  one  of 
coimnercial    suicide,    selfslrangulation    for 
purposes    of    revenue    and    the    protection 
of    monnpnlies.      Allliougli    commerce  has 
been  one  of  the  greatest  civilizing  inlluences 
thai  men  have  ever  known,  it  has  here  been 
treated  with  suspicion,  loadeil  with  taxation, 
burdened    by   antiqualetl    regulations    and 
resiiictiuns,  plundered  by  parasitical  ollicials 
and  repulsed  by  the  chauvinists  who  prefer 
pmriotic   seclusion   and  stagnation    to   the 
stiimilalion   and  progress  crealeil   by  unre- 
stricic^l    intercourse  with    die    commercial 
woiKt.     In  spite    of   all    tlicse   obstructive 
inlluences,   the  Iraile  of  this  port  has  been 
maiiUaim'd  and  increased  simply  because  of 
the  one  great  ptoduct  <.){  llie  country, ccill'ec, 
and  because  the  jieoplc  i\o  not  [n-odiice  and 
manufacture  what  iheir  necessities  require. 
Of  lite   years  tliis  trade  has  been  much  too 
largo  H)r  the  (acilities  allorded.  consoquently 
vexations  and   cosLly  tiela)'s    have  occurred, 
goods  have    been  rendered  more  expensive 
to  the  consumer,  and    the  reputation  oi'tlie 
port  has   siill'ered  accoriliugl}'.      F.ven  now, 
witii  these    e.-vpericnces  still    fresh  in   nund, 
comparatively  little  has  been  clone  to  improve 
the  situation,   the   cuslomdmuse   is   lull  of 
merchandise  and  long  delays  still  occur  in 
the  liiscbarge  of  lighters.     If  Brazilians  were 
really  solicitous  for   the  good  name  of  their 
poll  and  the  encouragement  of  foreign  trade 
— which    is   after  all  their   great   source  of 
naiional  revenue— they  would   soon  put  an 
end   to    this    disgrLicelu!   situation.     'I'iiey 
would  have   ihe  whole  Saude    front  rebuilt 
willi  bonded  tnipiclu'S,  cacli  provided  wiih 
piers   for    receiving  and  shipping  cargoes; 
they  wouUl  liave  the  naval  arsenal  removed 
;iud  its  site  occupied  with  a  broad  street  into 
the    Saude   and  convenient    lauding  stage 
for  passengers,  and  lliey  wuuld  infuse  a  lilih 
life  and  energy  into  the  custom-house  itself, 
whicli  has  become  little  better  than  a  dormi 
lory  of  parasites  and.   knaves,     li   may  b( 
that   no   amount   of   "plucking''    will   eve 
lestroy    a   commerce    which    can    not   \y 
lispensed    widi,  but  at  iho   same  lime  it  i 
)ad  policy    to  pluck   your  goose    too   nlteii 
and  too  closely.     Economies  in  comuiercial 
expenses  are   conlribulions  to   the  naiional 
wealth,    and     this    point    should    not    be 
overlooked    by   the    legislator  who  can  not 
feel  a  personal  interest   in   the  development 
of  trade   and  in  the  reputation  his   country 
holds  among  commercial  nations. 
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Now  that  the  Senate  lias  definitely  rejected 
a  plan  for  increasingand  improving  the  com- 
mercial facilities  of  this  port,  we  trust  that 
Congress  will  lose  no  time  in  providing  a 
substitute  and  in  arranging  for  the  execution 
oflhe  work  either  by  responsible  coniraciors 
or  by  the  government.  Wc  are  not  advo- 
cates of  the  scheme  just  rejected,  but  at  the 
same  time  there  is  no  question  in  our  mind 
that  many  of  its  features  are  precisely  what 
this  port  needs.  In  fictsome  of  its  features 
were  advocated  in  these  columns  long  before 
this  scheme  was  conceived.  The  port  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro  does  not  require  expensive 
docks  and  quays;  nature  lias  done  all  that 
is  required  in  that  direction  Tlie  port  does 
require  facilities,  however,  lor  the  discharge 
and  loading  ol  merchandise  without  the 
expensive  and  time-wasting  intervention  of 
lighters,  and  it  is  to  this  desideratum  that 
we  again  call  attention.  With  a  depth  of 
water  sufficient  to  bring  large  steamers  close 
up  to  the  water  front  of  the  commercial 
part  of  this  city,  it  is  inexplicable  that  so 
inexpensive  and  practical  a  recourse  as  that 
of  skeleton  piers  was  not  long  since  adopted. 
A  practical  people  would  have  had  them  in 
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Scnalor  Inaqiiiiu  IVTiiaiidnicii  and  a  iL'j.diul.fi-  fiEiiii 
SuiuUor  b-cllio  [vnlrinnus,  Senator  |u:u|iiini  Cil- 
luiida  touli  Ihe  lioor  and  s:iid  dial  wliai  is  iick'nrriiig 
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oiiiiht    assuredly   to  he   wilhin    tlic    seope   of    ll 
liraKiliaiis,   who  could  secure  prohls    on   lliis    ci 
ojieraiive  [irinciple  lliat  would  he  impossible  nude 
the  present  syslein    of   maunal    lalior.      Lf    such 
mclhod   could    be    inlroduced    inlo    Urai-.il    a    ver 
jiieat  slimulus  would  be  ^iveii   10  llie   atjrieulliiri 
iiuliiHtry,   and   ihe   deinaud  (or   inacliinery   wtpuld 
j;iow  raiiiilly  from  year  10  year.     [V-rliaps  it  would 
he  louud   profiiable  li.)r  a  numher   of  ea]iilalisls    lo 
acc|tiire   Bleam-pluui^lis,    and    reaping;    and    hiiidiiig 
and  ihresliing  niachiuery,  and  lei  them  oiil  011  easy 
terms  to  atiriciillurisls  in  llie  various   proviiiees. — 
Money  and  Trade,  May  24.

—A  porter  was  arrested  on  the  morning  of  the 
17th  when  on  his  way  to  the  railway  station  with 
the  bag  ol  a  gonih^man  who  inten'ded  to  take  the  ' 
early  morning  tram  for  Minns.  TJiB  man  showed 
his  permit  and  t-xplnincd  his  deslinailon,  but  to  no 
purpose.  He  vv.as  Icept  in  "quod"  until  n  e,  m. 
and  then  fined  5$.    This  is  "police  justice." 

—According  to  a  telegram  received  by  ihe  Pait 
on  Sunday  the  United  Slates  Supreme  Court  has 
decided  in  favor  of  the  opening  of  the  Chicago 
Exposition  on  Sundays.  In  view  of  the  enormous 
outlay,  this  recourse  is  nn  nhsolute  necessity  to 
save  the  Exposition  from  bankruptcy,  as  Sundays 
aitrncl  more  people  than  any  other  day,  especially 
the  laboring  classes  who  cannot  easily  find  "time 
during  the  week. 

—We  are  indebled  lo  the  ladies  commission  for 
the  organization  of  a  concert  iu  benefit  of  those 
wounded  in  the  civil  war  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul, 
for  tlieir  very  courteous  invitation.lor  this  evening 
atlheCassino  Kluminense.

—The  p.rofil  iind  loss  account  of  llie  Companhin 
Nacional  ile  Panificaguo,  owner  ol  the  new  confec- 
tionery on  Riia  da  Goiii;alves  Dias,  which  closed 
some  months  ago  after  having  been  o]en  for  a 
short  lime,  shows  a  deficit  of  372,3231263.  O'- 
operation  seems  to  pay  badly. 

—The  little  town  ol  Caxias,  in  the  interior  of 
Maranhao,  has  recently  inaugurated  a  system  of 
water-works,  tlie  capital  for  which  was  provided 
through  local  agencies.  This  town  has  three  cotton 
factories  already  in  operation  and  one  under  con- 
sirnciion,  wiiose  capital  aggregates  2,500,000$. 
Ca.^ias  isagoodo.^aiiipleof  what  can  be  done  by 
pnhlic-spiiited  citizens  in  a  quiet,  safe  and  unob- 
trusivc  ivay.
